The low rate at wMoh mining stocks 
rale at BanFranciBCO is a sonroe Jof snr- 
prise to those remote from the scene of 
operations. It seems inexplicable to one 
nnaoquainted with the drawbacks inse- 
parable to silver mining in Novuda and 
California that mines like the California 
and donsolidated Virginia— the colobrat- 
ed Bonanza mines— which divide every 
month $2 to each share, and annually 
yield ^32,000,000, rule as low as from §26 
to $28 per share.

Within the past few 
months two San Francisco banking com- 
panies have wound up busiuesB, finding 
it impossible to loan money at ovon i,be 
low rate of 8 per cent. One naturally 
asks, why do thoy not loan money on Bo- 
nanza stocks, or.iuvest their idle capital 
therein ? Gold and silver mining is the 
chief staple industry of Nevada and Oali- 
fornia, and wh«n mining stock that is 
paying 8 per cent, per month oeaSes to at- 
tract capital, there must exist a cause for 
this apparent want of confidence. To a 
considerable extent the cause will be 
found to lie in the suspicion that has be- 
come pretty well engrafted on the public 
mind that all is not as it should be ip tho 
management of the companies; that a few 
men control the works and mauipuluto 
the stock to suit their own purposos.whilo 
the general body of shareholders are left 
to grof e in utter darknees as to tho real 
' Talue of tho mine and true results of the 
working. Anyone will readily understand 
how little confidence would be felt in a 
mercantile or other firm that ahonld ex- 
clude certain of its partners from a know- 
ledge of the operations or stianding^^ the 
concern, or should go bo far aa 'to refuse 
them admittance to the warehouse or 
workshop ? Now, ijiis is precisely what 
the directors of the Bononza companies 
do. They deny to shareholders a right to 
visit and inspect the mines, the bookB,the 
accounts; and when a shareholder, in im- 
itation of the youth who went to the Cir- 
cumlocution Office, "wunta to know, you 
know," and brings the directors before 
the Courts, an elective judge may side 
with tho ins und decide aj'ainst the outs; 
or should he espouse the cause, of the 
shareholder, the case is earned from 
Court to Court, until he is glad to aban- 
don the cause to escape the expense that 
would attach to its prosecution. This 
state of affairs, as we have said, has much 
to do with the low rate at which paying 
stocks rule at San Francisco; but it has 
not oil to do with it. Peoiilo will submit 
to partial fleecing if tbey but kciow • that 
they ore realizing a good profit from the 
clip, even though it be not all tbey are 
entitled to; but if tho onterpiiao in whioh 
they have invested is of a "shakey" char- 
acter; if they have a suspicion that sooner 
or later, at no very distant day, the pro 
party will become unproductive— it is then 
that they hes'tate to invest, no matter how 
tampting may be the bait. Now, this is 
the position of the Bonanza mines, and 
this is why the stocks rule low and that 
shrewd men have disposed of their shares. 
Day by day the end is approaching; every 
ton of ore brings the companies so much 
nearer the time when the mines mubt be 
abandoned and the property bocomo val- 
uless. A Mr. Del Mar, a scientific au- 
thorit_y, who recently visited tho Bonanza 
mines, has publiahed hia coucluaious— 
they are very forcible— and the publica- 
tion has had the effect of fnrttier depress- 
ing stocks on the Oomstoclc ledge. He 
says: — 

" That the enormouB depth to which 
the explorations have attninod, the scat- 
tered position of thu ore oodios thua far 
discovered and exhausted; the groat un 
certainty of over finding another body; 
the intense heat of the mines; tho increus- 
ing flo%, of water, which in many i)]ai.'e8 
gushes from tho rock? at a scalding tem- 
perature; the dilliculiie.s of ventilation, 
and many other obstacles that grow more 
formidable as greater depths arc reached, 
forbid any reasonable expectations that 
this lode can ever again furnish the world 
with lio important a proportion of its an- 
nual supplies as it contributed in 1876." 

With this roijort before thorn there can 
be no longer surprise felt that Bonanza 
stocks rule low. Ciipital, naturally tim- 
id, is looking forwaid to the day when 
the mines will bo no longer aooessiblo. It 
striUea us forcibly that to the capital that 
has been withdrawn from the Comstock 
ledge the virgin fields of Cariboo offer 
special inducements. Many years must 
elapse before tho lower levels, where it 
becomes impossible for men to work and 
liTe, will be reached in any of the Cari- 
boo claims; and a capitalist who 
invests money in mines in British Colum- 
bia will find in our law courts that pro- 
tection and security which firo frequently 
denied him in California. An eil'ortsliould 
be made to draw tho attention of Califor- 
nia capitalists to the quartz deposits of 
Cariboo, and to induce them, in place of 
sending their idle money back to Europe, 
to invest it in this country. Aa to the 
great flxtent of the quartz dopoaits of Car- 
iboo thoro is now no doubt. It is already 
known that tho lodes are extensive and 
that the outcrop assays better than tho 
Booanza claims when first opened. As to 
the Talue of the rqok that lies beneath, 
that has yet to be determined. With tho 
aid of loool and foreign capitalists it is to 
bo hoped that it will shortly bo accom- 
plished. Tho IjoneUts that would accrue 
to tho country from a successful develop- 
ment of these mined cannot be calculated 
in dollars. Business would be largely in- 
creased; property of every description 
would rise in value; labor would be in de- 
mand, and an era of prosperity would 
dawn on the country which few have ever 
dreamed of. 

Wo cannot dismiss this subject for tho 
present without enjoining upon tho read- 
er th9 &«oes»it7 of exaraiitiog th« mUaott 



caution in investing in quartz lodes and 
comi)anies. It is not our wish to say one 
word that would unreasonably excite tho 
onticipations of anyone. We hold out no 
iuducomonts of lodes that will pay groat 
dividends, or of largo fortunes to be made 
in stock speculations. The latter we con- 
aider as precarious and uncertain a mode 
of acquiring wealth as if Dame Fortune 
wore tempted at the gaming-table. Our 
snlo object is to direct the attention of 
capitalists here and abroad to the foct that 
there exist at Cariboo exten.sive lodes of 
quartz, that several of those lodes have 
been proved, by careful and reliable men, 
to bo auriferous, and that we know of no 
more inviting field for tho investment of 
capital with a roaBOoablo prospect of real- 
izing a profit than Cariboo ofl'ors. Less 
we could not say in common justice to 
the chief resource of tho oountry.

Iiondon EoQghs. 

The "Daily News" thinks "there 
are signs that the extremely unpleasant 
development of mankind known as 
the London roughs will before long 
require to be put down ^witb a firm 
band. Perhaps the most disquieting 
symptom of the aggressive rough is 
that ho is young, so young that there 
is no immediate hope of his race dying 
out. To ill-use, eren to her death, a 
v. retched woman who falls into the 
ciutches of his gang; to half kill n poor 
old man, and leave him to take his 
c-liance of being found and cared for, 
is exeollont fun to tho London rough, 
and second only to the supreme de- 
light of running over somebody. To 
the gamins de Paris he is as a pike 
.compared to a trout, without agility 
eitbisB of mind or body, without wit or 
humour, his sole conception of fun 
being the destruction of something or 
misery of somebody. Perhaps he is 
more like the old race .of 'b'hoys' with 
which Kew York was infested until 
first tho war and then a vigorously ad- 
ministered police helped to thin their 
numbers. For;itiuu3 tho 'b'hoy' strove 
to hold hiH own, but the American 
policomau does not Bland a joke. Ho 
carries a navy rovolvor, and is prompt 
in using it, as tho 'b'hoy' found to his 
cost, and also his congeners tho 'blood- 
tubs' of IJiiltimoro and tho 'plug-uglies' 
of Philadelj)bia. We are hardly in- 
clined to think 1 hat the London roughs 
has yet made so much headway that 
it is necessary to arm the police with 
firearms against him. A little addi- 
tional force applied to tha right spots 
would probably rout him wore it not 
that tho police arc generally diainclin- 
od to exert their power in making him 
'move on.' The principle of treating 
people gently;|ipp,eara to he generally 
recognised in the forcej and probably 
has a certain value; but his mansuo- 
tude is surely thrown away iu the 
case of tho hobbledehoy rough. Ho 
bus 2)ioved at Islington and olsowhoro 
that there is only one kind of reasoning 
be is prepared to yield to, and this 
should bo firmly applied. It is intolor- 
ablo that any portion of tho Thames 
Embankment should bo made danger- 
ous, if not impassnblo, after dark, by 
gangs of ruflians, whoeo sport is tho 
injury, if not the doath, of others. A. 



A STEANGE STORY. 

Reported Discovery of a Monster 
Containing the Remains of a 
Human Bemg. 

(I'rom tlio Cartliayo (Mo.) Patriot.) 

Mr. Henry Woodward owns a stock 
ranch in the Indian territory, in the 
Peoria nation, on which is situated the 
big sulphur spring, Tho spring is 
surrounded by a quagmiro, which is 
very deep and "slushy," and so soft 
that it will not bear any considerable 
weight. Mr. W. lately undertook to 
curb up tbo spring in order to get 
water more easily, and while working 
in tho mire came upon what appeared 
te bo an enormous bone. He at once 
began an examination, which disclosed 
the startling fact that it wag the head 
of some mammoth beast. His curi- 
osity was aroused, and, with the as- 
sistance of three other luon, ho began 
tho work of excavation. For four days 
they woi-ked, but did not ''succeed in 
bringing tho monster to the surface. 
They threw offtho innrl, but could not 
lift the head of this golitic giant. They 
found tho skeleton well })reserved, and 
the immense teetli still bet in tho jaws 
The jaws wore both in place, and the 
spinal column attached 'to the cranium. 
The earth was thrown off from the 
body to tbo length of twenty feet, but 
still the gigantic skeleton lemuined 
beneath. Three of tho front ribs wore 
forced out, and proved by lueasiiroraont 
to be each eight feet iu length. Tho 
dirt was removed from the inside of the 
osseous structure, and there lay the 
skeleton of a human being, witli 102 
flint arrow points acd lifteoii flint 
knives. Tho cranium indicated that 
it was tho skeleton of an Indian. It 
would have been impossible for the 
man to have been inside^ the animal 
without having been swallowed by hi m , 
and this theory is substantiated by the 
fact that the bones of tbo right side of 
the skeleton were broken and mashed, 
apparently by force. The monster, 
therefore, must have been carnivorous, 
which is also proven by the tee th,iWhioli 
exhibit the'marked characteristic of a 
flesh-eating beast. A large molar and 
two' incisors, taken from the upper 
jaw, were exhibited to ua at the office 
yesterday, tho largest one weighing 
eight pounds, and measuring eight by 
four iooh^s in size. -;There ore two large 
molars and two blunt tusks on ono 
side of each jaw; the teeth between the 
molars and the tusks are incisors, hav- 
ing from two to si.'c points and cor- 
responding prongs to each tooth. In 
front of the tusks the teeth are similar 
to those of most carnivorous animals 
in shape. 

HoiuiiiiLE Scene in tue Strakd. — On 
Friday evening, at half-past G o'clock, 
a horse, drawing a landsom cab, was 
observed running recklessly along tho 
Strand, and on minute observation the 
bystanders saw that tho late driver 
was a corpse, still holding the reins in 
his hands.

, harrowing, a police-constable stopped 
the vehicle and accused the dead man 
of drunkenesB. "When found to be 
dead he was convened to Charing Cross 
Hospital. His name is James Webb, 
badge 5587, and he has relatives at 
Ramsgate, who own a considerable 
quantity of property. The deceased 
man lived in Kensington-lane. -^Times.

County Court. 

{Before Hon. A. F.PcmbLrlou.) 

Regitia vs. Argi/lo.— Thin was a caso in 
which tlio defendant appealed from the 
deoiaion of the Esquitniiit. Bcuoh of Mag- 
istrates •who, it will be reinenibored, a 
short time since lined tlio del'cndiiut the 
sum of §100 or in default ,a tunu of im- 
prisonment for assisting two^ seamen to 
desert from H. M. navy. 

Mr.Drake,Q.O.,ii))pe.ired for tho Crown 
and Mr.Kobortsou,Q.O.,for the uppcUunt. 

After argument by coiiuHel for tho 
Orowa that the case was not oiio entitled 
to trial by jury, bia Honor ovemilod the 
objeotion and the following jury was em- 
panelled: W. K. Dull (foreman), Thos. 
Bobertson, Chas. Seymour, J. Dwyer, 
audH. O. Tiedemau. 

The evidence in tho case was then taken 
tie ?ioro. 

J. McCarlliy, fiworu, deposed that ho 
was a police constable nt E-iqiiimiilt and 
that ho had laid the iuformalion against 
the defendant and charged him with re- 
oeiviog, concealing aad assisting the two 
men, kaowiug theoi to bo doscrtcrs from 
the navy. On Sept. 17th the witncBj receiv- 
ed information of tlio desertion of tlio two 
men and then [jrocet'ileil in a canoe from 
Eaquimalt to Albeit Mead, thoiico on foot 
to Hooky Point. Witness traced tlio de- 
serters to Yino's and Fiahor'a, but not 
discoTering them retnrned^to Esquiualt, 
siibsequently going back again in search 
of them. The weather was very fine and 
■witness fiearchod the woods with u' naked 
candle in his bund during tho night of 
tho 17th inat. 

Cross-examined.— Had nothing to do 
with arresting the man ^yallaoe for rob- 
bery ; a naked caudle might have been 
carried all the way from Esqnimalt to 
Rooky Point, tho weather being beautifully 
fine; it was foggy at Esquimalt early on 
Tuesday morning tho 18th Sept. 

James Banks, sworn, deposed that ho 
'Was master-at-arms on board II. M. S. 
Shah, and accompanied the last witness 
in search of tho deserters Wallace and 
Cummings; after returning to tho flag- 
ship witness was despatched on board 
tho steam pinnace to arrest tlie de.=ierter3 
at Bace liocks; wont to tho lighthouse 
and saw Argyle, who said he was the head 
man there; told Argylo that he had come 
after^two of tho ship's men; Argyle said, 
what men? and witness told biia ILu-y bo- 
longed to tho Shah; Argyle rcjilieil "there 
are none here;" witness said 1 he,ir.l tiicy 
■were here, lauded by an Imli:;ii ; Argylo 
said 'vvhere did you get your information? 
'witness replied that was bis bnsiness, and 
Argyle then told bim that be had picked 
the two men up on Monday flotiting about 
on two logs tied together with a piece of 
a shirt; ho subsequently qtialiliud tho 
statement somBAvliat by s.aying, "at least 
I didn't, but that man did" (ijointing to 
his assistant named Montrose). Argylo 
also said, pointing towards Bpoky Point, 
that he had landed the men that morning; 
he said to witness that it the navy ■want- 
ed men held thoy had bettor [nit provisi- 
ons there for them, and tliat if thoy were 
better treated thoy (tho navy) would bo 
able to keep thuni ; Argyll! al.so said that 
he had intended to bring them baok to 
the ship that moiuing, but that when the 
time come the men would not go; he had 

■ written a letter for them to lake on board ; 
he did not take them himsidf liecuu.'^e 
thoy appeared too desperate; witness ask- 
ed for tho letter aud Argyle gave it to 
him; road a portion of it and iinuUy con- 
cluded to take it to the captain of tho 
ship; as witness was leaving the Bocks 
Argyle said "tboso men aro not the first 
that have been hero by a good many;" ho 
also Baid that tho boy ( Wallaco) wa'i sick, 
but ho gave no reason for not landing tho 
aien; thoy wore, in uniform -ivhen they 
left the ship on Sunday tlio lUth Sept. , 
and when tho boy (Wallace) was brought 
on board the sliip again under arrest he 
still had his uniform on. 

Tbo letter written by Argyle was hero 
read to tho jury. It ajipi als to tho Cap- 
'taiu of the Shab for leniency towards tbo 
men who are about to return to tho ship 
of their free will and attributes tlio (le«nr- 
tion of the boy Wallace! loMio fa':t that lie 
had boon sliiidowod by two corporals who 
appeared to have a spite against him, and 
States that he has promised to bo of good 
oonduot in the future, and intimates that 
the writer has every belief in tho promiso 
if he is no longer prevented from <jbtain- 

. ing his rating by tho macliinatiuns of tho 
oorporals alluded to. 

James Banks— Cross-examined — Wim 
mot at thg Hocks by Argylu and Montrose; 
I got information from Argylo as to tho 
mou.butitwas given very reluctantly 
and I thought tho mon wore tiioie. When 
I asked for them he repliiul "What two 
mou? I thought it best to assume thai, 
the men were there.', il' always find i. 
best to assume knowledge when on jiolico 
dutj'J don't think Argyle uad any rijjhfc tc 
feolofifendod nt my demanding tho inoii; I 
wns on tho Hocks for about 20 niiiiutcs 
and got all the information I wmitcil. 
Subsequently it jiroved corroot. .-Vrgyln 
said he was not afraid the deserters would 

' take charge of tho nanoe when ho was 
landing thorn as ho kept too sharp an eye 
on them; Argylo was no iiieans civil to 
jue. The tido at the Rocks is very strong 

'jiod a littU wind muoting thu eurrent 



would most likely get up a sea in a short 
time. 

By a Juror— Tho mon wero detained by 
Argylo 'from midday on Monday till 10 
o'clock on Wednesday; Argylo told mo so 
himself and said the boy had been sick. 
After landing the men, am not aware that 
Argyle took anjy steps to oommunipate 
■with the flagship. Ho attributed tho fact 
of the men being so long on the Bocks to 
their refusal to leave. 

By a Juror — Argylo didn't mention that 
ho had landed the deserters because they 
had promised to return to the ship. Ho 
said he had put them on the road to Es- 
quimau. 

Henry Wallace, a priconer undergoing 
a, term for robbery, deposed that ho form- 
erly belonged to H.M.S, Shah and desert- 
ed ou the l(!th Sopteiubor last in com- 
pany with Cummiugs. Thoy walked down 
to Peddor Bay and on Monday morning, 
the 17th, thoy found two logs which thoy 
tied together and getting afloat on them 
thoy made for tho ''other side." Tho tido 
was running towards tho lighthouse. They 
met a man belonging to the lighthouse 
(Montrose idontiilod) who, after thoy had 
aisked for some water, took them off tho 
logs to tho lighthouse. It was then 2:30 
p.m. Thoy hud been on tho logs since 
8:30 a.m. Left tho light on Wednesday 
about 10 a.m. Tho water was not rough 
but they wore both wet throuj'h ou tlio 
logs. Thoy wero fed; throe square meals 
a day; Tvere treated well; they told Argyle 
that if ho would land them ou Bocky 
Point they would go back to tho ship. 
Witness had previously said to Argylo 
that he would sooner dio than go back. 
There wore three men at the lighthouse 
and two cauoes. 

Cross-examined — Had ono big log and 
one small; wero very wet when wo got to 
tho lighthouse; the tido was taking us 
away and we found that ■wo could not got 
across so easily as we thought. If wo hud 
not boon pi6kod up, \yo should havo been 
drowned or perhaps got across to Ameri- 
ca. Directly we got to the light Aigyle 
udviaod us to go back to tho ship, saying 
thaton thoothor aide we should bo treated 
liko dogs almost. It was arranged that we 
should go hack the next morning. We 
consented to do so. Argylo wrote alottor 
to the Captain of the ship. On Tuesday 
it was too rough to go back, and it ooii- 
tinuod so all day. It would not have been 
safe to have used the canoes. Argylo 
kept on advising us to return and on Wed- 
ue.sd.'iy morning he landed us and she wed 
us the road which would take us back to 
Esquimau, going a short distance with 
us. Wo suitl wo would go back all right 
alone, but wo did not do so. Cummings 
and I separated. Ho succeeded in get- 
ting away but I did not and whs arrested 
sis days after. Argyle told Cummings 
tbc.t if he would go baok to tho ship with 
him, he (Argyle) would send the reward 
money home to bia (C's) mother in Eng- 
land. Cummings wrote a letter (produe 
od and identified) to his motlicr to be for- 
wardetl by Argylo. (Letter objected to 
by Council for the Crown. Objection 
sustained.] 

Ke-examined — When wo left tho light- 
house Argylo gave Cummingn a pair of 
shoes. Ho had nono when he reached 
there on Monday. All the provisions he 
gave him was ft little in a lunch bag — 
about enough for a meal. It was windy 
on Tuesday the 19th. Swore at Esqui- 
mau that it was not windy on that day. 
Can't say which is true. 

DEFENCE. 

Hy. Montrose, assistant kaeper at Race 
Rocks lighthouse, deposed that about 
noon on tho 17th Sept. he wns out fishing 
and saw two mou drifting about on a log; 
they wero trying to paddJe to the Ameri- 
can side; they asked for water, but I bad 
none, and as I saw that they were in a 
critical condition I first reported to Mr. 
Argylo, and under his orders towed them 
into the kelp and took them ashore; Cum- 
mings was had with ike cramp and both 
wore wot and cold; Argyle told them it 
wa3 utterly impossible for ihem to try to 
got aoross to the' other side on thia lo^s 
and tried to indnce them to rntnrn to their 
ship; ho told them that thoy would be 
bettor oil as dogs ou board than as free 
men on tho other side; seeing they wore 
wet ho (Argyle) told them to go up to 
the house and dry themselves, and after 
thanking him and mo for saving their 
livo.s they consented to go back to the 
ship next morning; at dusk Argylo gave 
both light-keepers strict orders to keep a 
good lookout and to prevent the mon from 
getting tho canoes to leave the light; I 
kept a good lookout; tho men ■nero fed 
and both promised to return; Argylo told 
them on Tuesday to get ready, but thoy 
then seemed to hesitate and said they'd 
sooner perish than go back; wind sprung 
up on Tuesday and a fog set in; Argyle 
came to the conclusion that it ■would l)e 
dangerous to attempt to tako tho men 
back single-Imnded against their will and 
on Wednesday morning with ono of tho 
afsistant keepers ho landed the men at 
Rocky Point; Argylo govo Oummiug.s no 
shoos, but a small paper bag of luncli ; 
when Argylo camo back he told lue ho 
had lauded tliom and put them on tho 
right road to Esquimalt; ii steam pinnace 
landed about (3:3(3 p.m. onWednesday;Ar- 
gylo received them with "good evoning," 
hut they made no .'eply and passed l>y; 
afterwards ono of the piunooo ofUcors 
(lianlis) i^aid tiiirc ho had come for two 
sailors landed there by an ludiiin; I\Ir. 
Argylo said Indians wero not allowed to 
laud Indians, and asked where the oflicor 
got the informfttion; ht replied that "it 
was none of his business;" Argylo then 
told the oflioor of the men being saved 
frotu drowning and that thoy wore laud- 
ed by him that morning at liocky Point; 
hb (A.) gave tho letter to the officer, who 
iviui a [lortiou ul it, and before leaving 
told Argylo that he would hoar mor(( 
about the matter. It requires two iiii!n to 
tend tho light if anything goes ■ivrong 
with tho pendulum; one must aj.way8 bo 
on duty; there are only three men at the 
light. 

Oross-exainined— It was calm when I 
rescued tho men and they might havo 
landed that afternoon; on 'ruosday, tho 
18th, it was windy and foggy all day: 
Argyle didn't give OamminsH any hIiooh; 
I know very well, because I gave tiiem to 
him myself (laughter); it would havo 
been much more risky for Argylo to have 
taken tho mon to Emiuimalt than to land, 
thorn at llocky Point ; on Tuesday if ho 
had wished to go bo could not on account 
of the weather; lie couldn't tako an iissist- 
aut keeper with him as two men uuisl be 
on the light all the time. 

('apt. Cooper, Agent Marine and Fiah- 
eriofl, sworn — E have control of tho Race 
Rocks light; Mr. Argylo has beon there 
Hoino 11 years to my knowledge; havo 
never heard any complaint againt him, 
and have never inudo any niy.self; tlie 
light honso koopor has no right to leave 
oxcopt to attend divine sorvice or draw 
his pay; tho sub-keepors cannot loove 
withont spaoial ptrniMioa from th« per. 



son iu authority. (Race Rooks official re 
port put in as evidence as to the stnto of 
tho weather on Sept. 17th, 18th and r.»tb.) 
No person is kept at the light as messen- 
ger; tho light is too far distant to utilize 
any signal code. 

Mr. Bobflttson, on behalf of tho apel 
lant, in his address to tho jury said that 
although his client had been fined tho 
apparently small sum of -SlOO tho son- 
tenco was one of great importance to him; 
his client had for many yoata hold posi- 
tions under tho Government and it was a 
serious matter to him that, after perform 
ing his duty faithfully for all that time 
and winning a good name both officially 
and socially ho should bo suddenly 
charged with an ofl'onco entirely at vari- 
ance with tho character of bis career. In 
refaroncs to the evidence which had been 
adduced the learned couusol was sure that 
Wie jury would at^ once agree with him 
that the deserter8'bad'>^ little idea of the 
absurdity of their attempt to cross the 
Straits on a log and that they must have 
been in a very pitiable condition when 
reaoued by tbo witness Montrose. Ho 
had no doubt the counsel for tho Crown 
would say that it was tho duty of his 
client to have let tham perish, to have 
thrust theih' as dSsbrters'frdni' his door 
and by no means to have received them 
or to' havo given them tho food ■which 
thoy sadly stood in need of. But ho was 
glad to say that his client had beon mov- 
ed by the laws of humanity. Tho deserters 
wero in groat distress. Their condition 
was moat pitiable. Tho lad was ill aud 
the man On nimungs^ almost- Unable to 
move from cramp. Under those ciroum- 
stances what could his client do? He felt 
impelled by tbo laws of nature to give tho 
men food and to care for them, and di- 
rectly they became amei'ablo to reason 
he very properly began to exerciso his 
inllui^nce with them and to adviso and 
entreat thcio to return to their flag ond 
their duty. Tho men on roflectioa prom 
ist'd to return, but thoy also said, with a 
feoliog of fear, that severe jninislimont 
would await their return. They tlieieforo 
asked Mr. Argylo to write the letter to 
their captiin imploring his leniency. His 
client wrote the letter which had been 
produced and that combined with his 
former conduct to them was all that a man 
and a gentleman could do. Tho weather 
prevented their being returned on 
tho oveuiug of their rescue and tho 
elements next day would not permit it 
even if the men had been of their former 
mind to return. But thoy wero not, and 
his client naturally saw the danger of at- 
tempting siugle-hauded to tako back two 
desperate men against their will. He saw 
that tb<iy laight overpower him iu the ca- 
noe aud compel him to become the vory 
means of their desertion. The law did 
not, moreover, demand that a private cit- 
izen, much less an otlicer holding a posi- 
tion highly important to the safety of 
shipping and life, should constituto him- 
sulf a 8elf-ap[)oititL'd con.itablo and run a 
very considerable ri.^k. The responsibil- 
ity, too, of his clieut's position precluded 
tho possibility of his leaving his post for 
any length of timo, and there wero in fact 
express orders tliat he sliould only on two 
e.xcoptionu do ao. A]iart from tho danger 
attending an :'.ttom[)l to tako back the de- 
serters it wan, tberetoro, his client's duty 
most positively prescribt'd to remain nt 
the lighthouse. Ho could not take" one of 
his assistants with him as that would have 
left the light in charge of only one ollicer, 
an inadequate force. Immediately, how- 
over, on opportunity oil'ered itself he laud- 
ed tho deserters at the nearest point, show- 
ed them the road to Esquimalt and accom- 
panied them a short distance, leaving 
them only when thoy promised to return 
to their duty. Tho learned counsel, after 
expressing some surprise that the Navy 
bad not furnished tho lighthouse with 
Bomo code of signals whereby the presauco 
of dosortera could be made known, com- 
mented on tho lack of civility displayed 
by the oflicer Banks in accosting his client 
with the gratuitous assumption that ho 
was harboring deserters, and in conclu- 
sion asked tho jury to free the ajjpellant 
from tho stigma which tho lower Court 
had cast upon bis character by fining him 
for a misdemeanor of which he was not 
guilty. 

Mr. Drake, for tho Crown, called tho 
attention of the jury to tho fact that the 
verdict they would havo to give was not 
one of "guilty or not guilty." They would 
havo to answer the (iuestiona in accord- 
ance with facts. "Did tho aiiiiollaut know 
the mrn were desertora ? Did ho receive 
them ? Did ho assist them ?" It was not 
the duty ot tbo jury to consider whether 
tijo act was harsh or not, nor to allow 
sympathy to influence them. The nirnplo 
(pieslioiis wanted simple answers, — yos or 
no. Tln' learned Counsel then reviewed 
tlio evidoiico .lud submitted that tho ap- 
])ellaut, knowing tho mou to bo deserters, 
bad no right to receive or assist them, be- 
yond merely tho act of humanity of dry- 
ing their elotlios, and that it was his 
boundrii dill \ have sjut a measenger to 
tho Naval authorities with all posaiblo 
baste and not to have permitted tho mon 
to sluy under bis roof tho lirat night.much 
less the two following days and nights. 
Argyle it appeared had taken no steps to 
inform the Navy; but accoriling to tho 
witness Banks, seemed to Hympatliiso with 
tbo men. Tho jury well knew that the 
I)resoiico of tbo Fleet at Escpiiiiialt was of 
great iuiportanco to tho conimuuity and it 
was the iluty of (-very oiks to prevent aa 
far as possible tho desertion of seamen. If 
desertion wero enoouraged it would na- 
turally follow that tho ships would bo re- 
moved and the loss thorefiom to Victoria 
especially would bo great. He argued 
that IIS an otru^or of the (Jovernment it 
was nnn'e Argyle's duty to arrest tho de- 
sorters than had liB been a private citizen; 
but instead of doing so ho had tried to 
throw Banks "oirthe scent," aud his con- 
duct throughout had certainly not been 
that of a man ansious to wash, his hands 
of the stain of having' reoeivedt'ond assist- 
ed deserters. , . , 

Mr. Robertson objeoted to' the questions 
being put to tho jury in the'crndo form 
Huggested and submitted that tho jury 
must fool fiati.-illed that tho appellant had 
a criminal intent before th«y could an- 
swer them in tho anirmativo. 

His Honor overruled tho objection, and 
at 5:30 p.m. tho jury retired, returning 
after a short absgDoe with a verdict of 
"Not guilty." 

Mr. Drakii obj(>cteiI to tho verdict on 
tlio grouiids that it did not meet tho re- 
quironuuilH of the Act, whioli called for 
direct answers, "yes" or "no," to the 
questions ho submitted tho jury had to 
deal with. 

His Honor agreed with tho learned 
counsel and referred the questions as to 
receiving and a-^sistiug t(j tlie jury, who 
answered both in the negative. 

Mr. Drake then intimated that tho caso 
would bo taken to the Supreme Oourt. 

Hiii Honor said that he would oonsidar 
the aaswara handed in by the j«ry and

ANOTHER MARINE DISASTER ! 

Total Wreck of the British Ship Sword- 
fisli near Race Rooks ! 

A 111. HANDS SAVKri 

News reached town yesterday afternoon 
of tho total wreck of tho British iron ship 
Swordlish, 725 tons, Capt. J. Shandley, 
on Bedford Rock, near Beechy Bay, and 
some two miles west of Race Rocks. H. 
M.S. Opal, which had gone out for a 
eruiao, descried tho Swordlish's boats with 
signals of distress flying,- ' and bore 
down, took them on boaM and' carried 
them to Esquimau. Tho Swordflsh was 
built in lytil. Sho was owned by W. J. 
Myers, Son & Co., of Liverpool, and wns 
bound in ballast for Hastings Mills from 
San Francisco. Sho seems to have gone 
on the rock during a calm at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morniog. Captain Shandley 
has furnished us with tho following ac- 
count of the di.sastor: 

Left San Francisco on tho20t]i October 
in ballast, bound for Hastings Mills to 
load lumber for Australia. Entered the 
Straits at ono o'clock on Sunday morning 
and beat about tho Straits during tho se- 
vere gale of that'- night."' On Monday 
there wore calms and 'variable winds; on 
Monday night saw Race Rock light and 
iu tbo midst of a calm, betwuoa 10 and 
12 o'clock, tho ship began to drift; at 123^ 
o'clock wore sbii) to the westward, when 
tho light breeze shifting from W. to E. 
round to South. She wore round to tho 
southward' and eastward .again. f'Then 
sho came'^fblind with her head to tlie S S. 
E., coming to and falling (dT in tho tide- 
rips. Sounded and coubl find no bottom 
At ono o'clock yesterday morning the 
ship was ^till drifting, and at two o'clock 
she struck steriiforemost on Bedford 
rock, two miles west of Raco Rocks, having 
drifted about fivo miles in t'Wo hours. 
She strnok heavily. Kept the sail on and 
tried to pay her oil"; but it was of no use, 
The carpenter sounded the pumps a quar- 
ter of an hour after striking and reported 
the ship Ifalf-I nil of water. Tlio captain 
sort np rockets aud burned bluo lights, 
but got no assistance. Put tho boats 
out and got a few elToets into 
the boats, consisting of the chrono- 
meters, log-book, and officers' and men's 
elotJiing. Tho crew wero sent away in 
boats just before daylight, and Captain 
Shandley, tho chief officer, the carpenter, 
a boy and ono man stopped by tho wreck 
until she was full of water and the main 
beams broken. Tho sea was making a 
clean breach over tho stern, tbo vessel 
sitting straight on tbo rook. The bows aro 
out of water and throe fathoms water 
wore found under tho bcsva. The captain 
thinks that a rook has gone thcotlgh her 
bottom and caused a breach so oxtonsivo 
that sho cannot be got off". The boatswere 
picked up ahorlly after noon yesterday by 
H. M. S. Opal, and received every kind- 
ness at the lianda of the oflicors and mon. 
Tho distressed mariners wero taken to 
Esquimalt, wheuco thoy wero biOught to 
Victoria. This morniog the Dominion 
steamer Sir James Douglas will be sent 
down to the wreak with Oaptain Shandley 
and crew to save , what is . possible Jrom 
her. ..... .- ■■ ' ' 

Victoria Qaol. 



On Monday tho Attorney-Qonoral held 
an inquiry at tho gaol into circumstances 
connected with the attempted escape a 
short time ago of two prisoners who aria 
awaiting trial. It came out that tho look 
of two of tho cells hod been picked and 
that tho immates bad cut a hole partly 
through the outer door leading from the 
corridor ou which tbo oella faco to the 
gaolyard. Fortunately the turnkey (Mr. 
James Robson) while on duty one night 
heard a. noisa and. discovered thattho bars 
of two of the colls were down. He drew 
his revolver and stood guard attho wicket 
for a long timo until assistance came aud 
tho rascals wore secured. Aftor'ft-ards, in 
searching tbo colls, Mr. Robson discov- 
erod a loug iron spike that had been bent 
and used in picking tho locks, a aheath- 
knife that had been converted into a saw, 
and other articles that wore intended to 
frtcilitato tho gaol delivery. Mr. Robson, 
who aeems to have acted with much intre- 
pidity, baa been coiuplimonted by tho At- 
torney-General on belialf of the Govern- 
ment. An unc-asy spirit seems to exist 
among the long-time convicts xis tho day 
for their deportation to Ne^«' Westmins- 
ter approaches, aiul as a precautionary 
meaaure Mr. Elliott directed the lemoviil 
of six prisoners to Nanaimo.so as to separ- 
ate tho remainiug convicts as muoh as 
possible. A mofa thorough system of 
searching the eonviots bos been lastitutod 
at the gaol.

Cruise of H. M. S. Opal. 

Yesterday H.M.S. Opal, Capt. Robin- 
son, left Esquimalt on a trial trip after 
having her engines fitted with new gear, 
etc., by Mr. McGregor sent out by tho 
Napiers of Glasgow who mado the en- 
gines. Sho weighed anchor at 10 a. m. 
and stoamed out of Esquimalt at slow 
speed. After getting outside, spoed was 
increased to 8y, knots and the engines 
working well the ship was put about till 
near the dockyard when she again turned 
and steamed at nearly lOy, |knots for Race 
Books. At 12:30 p. m. sighted a ship's 
boat about 2 miles off on the port-bow 
waving a flag of distress. Bore down to- 
wards her and found that it was tho long 
boat from the ship Swordflsh, which vessel 
was wrooked the previous night, took all 
hands aboard and steered for tho gig con- 
taining the captain of the wrecked ship, 
which was soon about five miles off' 
After taking all on board tho Opal return- 
ed to Esquimalt with tho shipwrecked 
crow, landing them off the dock yard. 
Tho Opal then turned round at full speed 
and made straight . for the Ameri- 
can shore, going at twelve knots an hour 
witu 8G^ revolutions and 50 lbs. of steam. 
Mr. Campion, the Chief Engineer of H. 
M. flagship Shah, was ou board and 
pronounced the trial very aatisfaotory, tho 
now gear being found to work well 
in every rosxiect. Never have we 
seen a ship answer her helm so quickly as 
tho Opal— it at times being almost im- 
possible to beliovo that we wero on so 
Lirgo a ship when wo saw her turn in loss 
than two lengths. Captain Robinson and 
officers of tho ship were unbounded in their 
hospitality, several gentlemen being in- 
vited for the trip, all of whom returned 
highly, pleased, only regretting thati prize- 
firing did not take place. The Opal 
dropped anchor in Esquimalt abont 4:30 
p.m.
